Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-17 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claim 1 is 
believed to be allowable over the cited prior art. Kafka discloses a laser system 
structurally similar to the claimed invention as recited in claim 1 . However, Kafka fails to 
disclose the limitation "a pulse stretcher" because Kafka discloses a four-prism structure 
which is only used for dispersion compensation, but is silent regarding its use for pulse 
stretching, and it would not have been obvious to replace such dispersion compensation 
element with a pulse stretcher as required by claim 1 . Claims 2-1 7 are also allowable as 
they directly or indirectly depend on claim 1 .
